SECTION  A. 


General  Description  of  the  District. 

Mere  and  Tisbury  district  lying  in  the  south  west  of 
Wiltshire  comprises  a  rural  area  surrounding  the  two 
small  towns  of  Mere  and  Tisbury,  the  whole  district 
having  a  population  of  some  ten  thousand  eight  hundred 
people.  The  population  are  for  the  most  part  engaged  in 
farming  or  in  trades  dependent  on  or  allied  to  farming  ; 
there  being  no  other  large  scale  factories  or  businesses  in 
the  district. 

Large  tracts  of  the  area  are  downland  with  few  houses 
and  little  possible  source  of  revenue,  a  fact  that  makes 
large  scale  water  supply  schemes  much  more  expensive 
than  in  semi-rural  areas.  The  same  difficulty  is  also  met 
with  in  refuse  disposal  schemes.  The  following  figures 
give  additional  details  : —

Births. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  one  children  were  born  in  the 
district  of  whom  one  hundred  and  two  were  male  and 
seventy  nine  were  female.  There  were  23  illegitimate 
births  (an  unusually  high  figure). 

The  birth  rate  was  16.6,  a  satisfactory  figure.

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General  statement  on  the  Health  of  the  District. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  general  health 
of  the  district  has  again  been  very  good.  There  was 
freedom  from  any  epidemic  of  disease,  and  not  a  single 
case  of  diphtheria  was  confirmed.  There  was  no  excessive 
or  unusual  cause  of  mortality  during  the  year.  The  birth 
and  death  rates  did  not  vary  much  from  their  usual  level. 
It  will  be  seen  on  looking  at  the  previous  table  of  deaths 
that  the  majority  were  such  as  would  affect  elderly  people. 
The  death  rate  among  younger  people  was  small.  There 
was  only  one  death  from  ordinary  notifiable  infectious 
disease  (a  case  of  measles)  and  no  deaths  associated  with 
childbirth.

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Nursing. 

There  are  Nursing  Associations  throughout  the  district 
supported  by  Local  Nursing  Associations,  These  work 
well  and  there  has  been  little  to  find  fault  with  in  this 
service  during  the  year.  The  nurses  undertake  home 
nursing  and  maternity  cases. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Examination  of  swabs  from  suspected  cases  of  diph¬ 
theria,  and  samples  of  water,  etc.,  are  despatched  to 
Salisbury  Infirmary  Laboratory  for  analysis  and  report. 
The  service  given  is  prompt  and  efficient.

Hospital  Service  as  a  whole. 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  in  the  area 
itself,  and  none  are  necessary,  the  present  arrangements 
being  satisfactory  and  the  area  well  served.  Full  advantage 
is  taken  of  Hospital  treatment. 

Salisbury  Infirmary  is  equipped  to  deal  with  operative 
surgical  cases,  has  special  departments  for  all  specialised 
work,  and  contains  an  up-to-date  pathological  laboratory. 

There  are  no  maternity  or  nursing  homes  in  the  area. 

The  maternal  mortality  is,  as  it  was  last  year,  nil. 

There  is  no  special  local  provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  children  or  homeless  children. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

(1)  Infant  Welfare.  A  centre  is  provided  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  ladies  supported  by  voluntary  contributions, 
by  the  payment  of  a  small  fee,  and  by  a  subsidy.  Ante-natal 
work  is  also  carried  out. 

(2)  Other  Clinics ,  There  are  in  Salisbury  available  for 
and  used  by  this  district  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary, 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  and  an  Orthopaedic  Centre, 
provided  by  the  County  Council. 

There  is  no  school  clinic  for  the  district,  neither  are 
there  day  nurseries  or  light  clinics. 

Transport — Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  Infectious  cases.  Joint  Districts  Isolation  Hospital 
Ambulance.

Fire  Brigade  have  an  ambulance  which  is  hired.  An 
arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  to  deal  with  transport  of  cases  of  general 
illness. 
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SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Main  Drainage . 

Mere.— The  town  is  sewered  by  6,133  yards  of  sewer 
varying  from  6  inches  to  18  inches  forming  the 
main  scheme,  and  1,203  yards  of  sewer  with  a  separate 
outfall.  The  system  is  combined.  One  new  connection 
was  permitted  in  1945,  and  three  new  manholes  were 
constructed.  There  were  no  extensions  or  alterations 
and  the  works  are  still  out  of  date  and  heavily  overloaded. 

Tisbury. — The  town  is  sewered  by  3,530  yards  of  sewer 
varying  from  4  inches  to  12  inches.  The  system 
is  partially  separate,  but  only  to  the  extent  that  certain 
highway  sewers  discharge  separately  into  the  river.  This 
system  is  much  out  of  date  and  difficult  to  maintain. 

Hindon. — A  length  of  sewer  is  laid  on  each  side  of  High 
Street,  and  the  sewage  is  treated  in  tanks 
followed  by  subsoil  irrigation,  The  system  is  combined. 
One  new  manhole  was  constructed  in  1945  and  a  portion 
of  the  sewer  relaid 

Private  Schemes. — There  are  private  sewage  disposal 
works  formally  laid  out  by  the  owners  of  country 
estates  at  Maiden  Bradley,  Zeals,  East  Knoyle,  and 
Berwick  St.  John.  These  schemes  are  maintained  by  the 
owners. 

Parishes  without  drainage. — The  report  given  under 
this  head  in  the  .Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  for 
the  year  ended  December  31st,  1944,  still  holds  good  and 
no  action  has  so  far  been  taken  to  provide  further  sewerage. 

House  Drainage . 

Five  septic  tanks  were  constructed  to  private  houses. 
No  statutory  action  was  necessary  to  have  private  cess¬ 
pools  or  tanks  emptied. 
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Puplic  Cleansing . 

Scavenging. — During  1945  there  were  four  collections  of 
refuse  at  Mere,  four  at  Tisbury  and  two  at  Hindon, 
Semley  and  Chilmark.  The  resumed  collection  at  East 
Knoyle  was  arranged  in  time  to  have  three  collections 
during  the  year. 

The  previous  report  upon  a  comprehensive  collection 
and  disposal  scheme  still  stands,  there  being  no  move  on 
the  part  of  the  Council  to  provide  such  a  scheme.  Both 
the  Mere  and  Tisbury  Parish  Councils  have  petitioned  for 
a  more  frequent  collection  and  the  inclusion  of  ashes,  but 
no  action  has  so  far  been  taken. 

Salvage. — The  voluntary  collection  of  salvage  ceased  on 
June  30th.  There  was  no  further  collection 
until  October  5th,  when  a  direct  labour  scheme  was  sub¬ 
stituted.  The  results  of  the  collection  are  set  out  in  the 
following  table.

Verminous  premises. — Four  houses  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  fleas  and  were  disinfested.  In  one 
house  at  Mere  it  was  necessary  to  have  dirty  bedding 
destroyed. 

Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. — The  scheme  previously 
outlined  whereby  the  Wilts  W.A.E.C.  would 
carry  out  rodent  control  on  behalf  of  the  Council  has  been 
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in  operation  and  30  premises  have  been  attended  to.  The 
Council’s  own  property,  including  refuse  dumps,  are 
cleared  by  the  W.A  E.C.  under  contract. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  were  no  nuisances  requiring  statutory  action. 

Sanitation  of  Special  Premises. 

Schools. — Additional  accommodation  has  been  provided 
at  Mere  Senior  School.  No  other  improvements 
have  been  obtained  at  village  schools,  the  managers  being 
reluctant  to  move  until  details  of  the  arrangements  to  be 
made  under  the  new  Education  Act  are  known. 

Improved  drainage  and  fitments  were  procured  at  one 
inn. 

Shops.— No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  but  in  three 
cases  water  closets  were  renewed  after  informal 

action 

Food  preparing  premises. —Cooked  meat  premises  and 
ice  cream  retail  premises  were  visited  and  a 
number  of  new  registrations  made  No  ice  cream  was 
manufactured  in  the  district.  It  was  necessary  to  call 
attention  to  the  dirty  condition  of  three  food  premises  but 
the  defects  were  remedied  informally.  All  bakehouses 
were  visited.  No  statutory  action  was  required.  One 
bakehouse  was  closed  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply. 

1.  (a)  The  quality  of  the  water  depends  generally  upon 
the  source.  Much  of  the  water  in  the  district  is  derived 
from  the  chalk  and  is  of  excellent  quality.  The  quality 

of  water  from  the  numerous  shallow  wells  varies  con¬ 
siderably. 

(b)  There  are  ample  quantities  of  water  available, 
except  in  those  districts  where  shallow  well  or  rainfall 
supplies  may  cease  during  drought. 
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2.  Results  of  public  supply  analysis  are  given  in  the

There  have  been  no  extensions  to  the  public  supply 
and  the  position  regarding  the  proposed  comprehensive 
scheme  remains  as  last  reported.  Samples  taken  by  the 
Waterworks  Manager  after  chlorination  were  found  to 
be  fit  for  drinking. 

Private.  —  Seven  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies.  One  taken  from  a  well  at  Sutton  Row 
gtiQ^ygd  gross  contamination  with  faecal  type  organisms. 
The  question  of  extending  the  Council’s  main  to  this 
locality  is  under  consideration,  but  may  have  to  await  the 
comprehensive  scheme. 
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A  well  serving  a  number  of  houses  at  Chicklade  was 
found  to  be  contaminated  with  B.  coli  and  also  to^have  a 
soapy  astringent  taste.  It  was  assumed  that  some  offensive 
material  had  been  emptied  into  the  well.  The  owner  has 
agreed  to  afford  a  piped  supply  to  the  cottages  from  a 
private  source. 

A  well  at  Kilmington  was  found  to  be  polluted  by  Bxoli, 
probably  from  adjoining  allotments. 

A  well  serving  two  cottages  at  Hindon  was  found  to  be 
grossly  contaminated.  Defective  drains  near  the  well 
were  repaired,  but  in  view  of  the  depth  and  cost  of  cleaning 
it  the  owner  was  persuaded  to  connect  to  the  public  main 

The  general  condition  of  water  supplies  remains  as  last 
reported. 

Meat  and  other  Foods . 

Centralised  slaughtering  at  Salisbury  and  Sherborne 
has  been  continued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  all  home 
killed  carcases  have  been  presumed  inspected  before 
entering  the  district.  Supplies  from  Sherborne  have  now 
been  discontinued,  and  all  meat  is  supplied  from  Salisbury. 
Regular  visits  are  made  to  butchers’  premises.  No 
butchers’  meat  was  condemned  on  account  of  Tuberculosis.

Inspections  under  the  Housing  Consol.  Regs,  have  not 
been  made  as  such,  and  the  systematic  inspection  for 
housing  defects  and  overcrowding  has  been  held  over 
until  a  district  survey  can  be  arranged. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  very 
much  pre-occupied  with  licensing  work  under  the  Civil 
Building  Control,  any  housing  survey  of  a  comprehensive 
kind  will  not  be  possible  without  additional  assistance. 

The  Civil  Building  Control  would  also  make  any  great 
amount  of  repair  work  difficult  to  enforce  until  building 
material  and  labour  are  more  readily  available. 

General  Statement  on  Housing . 

Exact  details  of  the  present  position  of  housing  in  the 
area  cannot  be  accurately  given  until  the  housing  survey 
is  completed.  Two  facts  are,  however,  well  known  with¬ 
out  any  detailed  survey. 

(1)  That  every  one  of  our  parishes  requires  additional 
houses. 

(2)  That  many  of  our  existing  houses  require  major  or 

minor  improvements  now  and  grow  steadily  worse 
as  time  goes  on. 

d  his  scarcity  of  houses  is  no  new  thing,  but  it  certainly 
has  grown  much  more  acute  during  the  war  years  Now 
it  would  seem,  to  cover  replacement  of  worn  out  and  out¬ 
dated  houses  and  to  make  up  for  time  lost  in  building 
during  the  war,  that  before  it  can  be  hoped  to  appreciably 
raise  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  several 
hundred  houses  are  urgently  required. 

The  scarcity  becomes  obvious  from  the  eager  demand 
everywhere  for  such  houses  as  do  become  available,  no 
matter  what  type  of  house  is  offered  or  how  poor  the 
accommodation. 

The  Rural  Workers  Act  giving  subsidies  for  recon¬ 
struction  was  some  help  in  a  limited  way,  but  what  is 
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most  urgently  needed  now  is  new,  modern  houses  at  a 
reasonable  rental,  and  a  very  great  many  of  them. 

The  Council  have  been  held  up  in  their  housing 
programme  for  several  reasons  beyond  their  control,  e.g., 
difficulties  of  getting  sites  approved,  getting  plans  passed 
by  all  the  ministries  concerned,  etc.  However,  the  fact 
remains  that  in  the  face  of  the  acute  shortage  not  a  single 
new  house  was  built  in  the  Council’s  area  during  1945.
